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F there be on earth, a “Charch ¢ the living God, the pillar and ground of 
truth,” if she has been com “to teach the nations,” then the Church’s 
voice must be God’s voice, her teaching must be His teaching, her authority 
must be His authority. This spells “infallibility.” 

Lay prejudice aside, and see if you could really believe that the Church of 
God could teach error in matters bearing on what man must believe and do to 
save his soul. Catholics do not ascribe any other soft of infallibility to the 
Church. Could you really believe that the Church has been commissioned tq 
teach the nations, and yet that she may err in matters of faith and morals? Could you 
conceive of God commanding people to hear the Church and yet allowing them to be 
taught falsely? Infallibility, as the Church understands it, is a conditio sine qua non for 
the unity, the stability and the perpetuity of the Church. 

Do you not see the necessary connection between an infallible Church and an infal- 
lible Bible—because the infallibility of the latter must rest on the infallibility of the voice 
which declared it to be the word of God? Is it not much easier to believe in the infalli- 
bility of that voice than in the infallibility of everyone who reads the Bible prayerfully? 

Infallibility, as applied to the Pope, is nothing more than freedom from error in his 
teaching,’ when, in the name of God's Church, as spokesman for the Church, he defines 
for all believers what the precise revelation of God has heen. An infallible decision is 
’ simply a Supreme Court interpretation, but an interpretation which must be correct 
because of the promises of Christ to His Church. Infallibility, properly understood, 
the most reasonable thing in the Church. 

Deny infallibility to the head of the Church and there is no possibiliy of a man know- 

ing with certainty whether he believes right or wrong. Deny to the Church divine pro- 

tection from error in her teaching and she has no right to demand your submission.

Hitherto the Public Schools have 
officially made little or no attempt te 
teach morals.. The genius of the pub 
lic school system in America has bees 
a theoretical non-sectarianism, which 
meant, in practice, the banishment of 
God from the schools, and a “con: 
spiracy of silence” with regard to arly 
and every moral question. It is dif. 
ficult to see how it could be otherwise 
under the circumstances. For the 
public schools, by the very nature of 
the case, are precluded from teaching 
religion, and without religion there 
can be no morality worth the name. 
it is pertinent to ask, in view of 
such plans as those announced by 
Supt. Mortenson, just what sort of 
morals are to be taught in the public 
Schools?
